FIRST DAY, FIRST SESSION

SECOND DAY, THIRD SESSION 
Thursday, September 7, 1939 


Following a very helpful Morning Devotional hour, where 
Bishop Brown spoke on “A Good Minister of J esus Christ,” the 
Conference convened in regular session at 9:30 o’clock. The min- 
utes of the previous day were read and approved. 


Special Privilege—W. H. Hertzog, representing the Order of 
the Golden Cross, read the list of members, and those present 
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came forward. J. E. Garver and H. G. McCallister were added to 
the membership, each having served twenty years in the Idaho 
Conference. H. 8. Hamilton presented his cross to Brother Garver 
and W. H. Hertzog to Brother McCallister. 


Introductions—Pastors of the local Christian and Presbyterian 
churches were introduced by the pastor-host. 


Order of the Day—The Conference met in Corporate Session 
with H. G. McCallister in the chair. Minutes of the 1938 Corporate 
Session were read and approved. On motion of H. S. Hamilton, 
Carl M. Davidson was made the Secretary of the Corporate Session. 


The Treasurer’s Report was read by Dr. H. S. Hamilton for 
the Board of Trustees, adopted, and given to the Conference Sec- 
retary for publication. (See Report.) 


Dr. Hertzog reported on the Mountain Home property. 


On motion of H. S. Hamilton the .Treasurer of the Trustees 
was authorized to deliver $50.00 to the Board of Stewards for 
distribution. 


Reading of the Enabling Act—The chairman, H. G. McCallis- 
ter, read the Enabling Act which had been prepared to pave the 
way for the dissolving of the incorporation of the “Methodist 
Episcopal Church” and the re-incorporation of the Idaho Confer- 
ence as of the ““Methodist Church.” The Bishop took the chair to 
receive the vote on this important action, which was unanimously 
adopted with seventy-five delegates voting. (See Report.) 


The Resolution, declaring the merger of all churches of those 
denominations now forming the Methodist Church within the 
borders of the Idaho Conference, was read by H. G. McCallister 
and voted upon unanimously with seventy-seven delegates voting. 
After this Bishop Brown declared the Idaho Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church dissolved and the Idaho An- 
nual Conference of the Methodist Church formally convened. (See 
Report.) To his declaration all delegates solemnly pledged them- 
selves with uplifted hands. 


(SECRETARY’S NOTE: Further minutes are of the new ‘“Meth- 
edist Church.’’) 


Elections—On motion of H. S. Hamilton, Carl M. Davidson 
was elected Secretary. On motion of W. H. Hertzog, I. S. Motz 
was elected Treasurer. On motion of G. G. Roseberry, J. D. 
Crawford was elected statistician. In each case, by further mo- 
tion, the Secretary was instructed to cast a unanimous ballot for 
these men. The Secretary named Dallas McNeil as his assistant; 
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the Treasurer named J. H. Coulter and W. F. Dodge as his assist- 
ants; and the Statistician named Millard Scherich and Ralph 
Vanderwood as his assistants. In each case the appointment was 
confirmed by Conference vote. Leroy Walker was elected Reporter. 


Following the elections the chairman of the Trustees read a 
further Enabling Act relating to the legal protection of local 
churches, etc., under the changes being undergone. This was 
adopted. (See Report.) 


On motion of C. M. Donaldson election of Trustees was de- 
ferred until the time of other elections. 


Question of Privilege—H. G. McCallister asked that he might 
present the old seal of the Methodist Episcopal Church to G. W. 
ae as one of the members of the Historical Society. It was 
ordered. 


: Introductions—Reverend and Mrs. M. H. Greenlee, coming 
into the Conference from the former Church South, were pre- 
sented by J. A. McKee. 


Edward Laird Mills, Editor of the Pacific Edition of the Chris- 
tian Advocate, was presented and spoke briefly on good literature’s 
importance. 


J. J. Brauer, manager of the Portland depository of the Meth- 
odist Book Concern, told of the display of new books and of the 
150th anniversary of the Book Concern and presented a check 
for $191.92 to the Bishop as a dividend payable to the Retired 
Preachers’ Fund. This check was handed to the Conference 
Treasurer. 


T. A. Stafford, Secretary of the Board of Pensions and Relief, 
spoke representing his Board. 


Recess—After brief announcements the Bishop declared a five 
minute recess before taking up the Order of the Day. 


Order of the Day—The time having arrived for the first bal- 
loting for Member of General Conference, T. B. Mitzner and C. 
M. Donaldson were appointed Tellers by their respective Superin- 
tendents, and the Assistant Secretary as Judge of Election by the 
Bishop. Ballots were distributed, and the first ballot was taken 
for General Conference Delegate. 


On motion of C. C. Callahan it was decided that the Conference 
should re-convene at 2:00 p.m. to hear the report of the balloting 
and to take another vote if it should be necessary. 


Motion—On motion of G. G. Roseberry the Secretary was 
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ordered to send fraternal greetings to the Presbyterian Church 
in Synodical Session at Caldwell, Idaho. 


Introductions—C. E. Schofield, president of Iliff School of 
Theology, Owen J. Beadles, Pastor and Director of Wesley Founda- 
tion work at Moscow, and Donald Campbell, Pastor-Director at 
Pocatello, were introduced. 


After announcements the Conference adjourned with Bene- 
diction by Edward Laird Mills. 


SECOND DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
September 7, 1939 


The Conference convened at 2:30 p.m. James McKee led in 
prayer, and the Bishop read the returns from the first balloting 
for Delegate to General Conference. Forty-one votes were cast, 
and W. H. Hertzog was declared elected, having received a ma- 
jority vote.

VI. REPORTS 


A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 
EASTERN DISTRICT 
W. H. Hertzoe, District Superintendent 


As I am seated to begin this, my third report for the Eastern District 
of the Idaho Conference, the war craze has engulfed Europe, and many are 
wondering just how long our country will be able to keep out of the melee. 
It would seem to me in this hour that one of our tasks is to strengthen the 
“will for peace.” We are greatly heartened in the knowledge that this has 
been done to a far larger extent than was the case previous to the Great 
World War. But already some of the exaggerated reports that are coming 
to us lead us to believe that the agents of vicious propaganda are at their 
nefarious work. May we in this hour prostrate ourselves before the God of 
grace and God of glory, beseeching Him to— 


“Cure His children’s warring madness, 
Bend our pride to His control; 
Shame our wanton, selfish gladness, 
Rich in things and poor in soul.” 


“Grant us wisdom, 
Grant us courage, 
Lest we miss Thy kingdom’s goal.” 


FELLOWSHIP 


The fellowship with the pastors, their families, and in a lesser measure 
with the laymen of the Eastern District, this year has been an enviable 
experience. We have been treated so much better than we deserve that we 
can only wish that there were more days, more ways, or much greater ability 
to serve the men and the churches of the Eastern District. This fellowship 
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was augmented by a District retreat at Twin Falls early in the Conference 
year. For two days the pastors and wives were invited to meet together for 
better acquaintance, fellowship, and the facing of our task. The counsel and 
suggestions of the men of the District have been a great source of help to 
me this year, and any successes are much more due to their fine help and 
loyal service than to anything that I have done. 


YouTH’s WORK 


After Conference adjourned, and two days in Yellowstone National Park 
and a few days at home, I set out for the Boulder Youth’s Conference, where 
the youth from forty-five states fellowshipped together for ten days. Ten 
young people, two pastors, and myself were the Eastern District’s repre- 
sentatives at this most significant meeting. Through the year every effort 
was made to encourage and help the young people’s work through the Ep- 
worth Leagues of the District. Mid-winter Institutes and rallies were well 
attended, and the Wood River Summer Institute was one of the finest in its 
interest and morale, although not as large an attendance as in some other 
years. 


THE UNITING CONFERENCE 


At this memorable and significant meeting we did our very best to faith- 
fully represent the Idaho Conference. My gratitude to the ministers of Idaho 
for making it possible for me to be there as a delegate shall be unending. 
Two more co-operative and loyally hard-working laymen than Mr. Edson 
Deal and Mr. Hans Roan, who were the other delegates from Idaho, would 
-be hard to find, and I was greatly blessed in our work together. I have tried 
to carry the message and spirit of the Conference to every church on the 
District, and have been graciously received in every case. 


VISITATIONS 


The District was greatly blessed in the visitations of three helpful men 
this year. In October, Dr. Charles J. Stauffacher of Africa spent a week 
with us, speaking in twelve of our churches. His message was one of the 
most practical missionary presentations that it has been my privilege to 
listen to in twenty-five years in the ministry. Something over $212 came 
to World Service that week and more later as a result of his visit. This was 
the largest contribution of any of the ten Districts of the Portland Area. 


In December Dr. A. H. Rapking spent two days with the ministers of 
the District at Pocatello. He led us in facing our task, and those present 
set four definite goals for emphasis this year. Our last round of visits re- 
vealed positive progress as a result thereof. 


In January we secured Dr. J. Russell Throckmorton from the Board of 
Education for three large meetings with the laymen of the District. His 
contact was the finest, and as at least a partial result one men’s group has 
reorganized and other organizations are being planned. Thus our three- 
point emphasis by outside visitation—stimulating our missionary emphasis, 
sharpening the pastor’s appreciation of his task, and enlisting the laymen to 
engage in their great task of helping the Church build the Kingdom of God. 


PROGRESS 


Progress in all Church interests and activities does not in a great many 
cases permit reduction to statistics. There are many things “of the spirit’ 
that are more important than many others that can be tabulated, and among 
these are—the sensing of the presence of God, co-operation among the workers 
or the departments of the Church, the general morale of the local units of 
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activity in the Church, and the willingness on the part of many people to 
put first things first in a local program. In my visitations and through con- 
ference and conversation, I feel that there is real progress being made in 
all these more or less intangibles. Of “the reducible’—World Service giving 
shows a slight increase over last year. Church membership will likewise 
show a creditable increase. The most of the Sunday Church Schools are in 
better condition than last year. Wherever the Vacation Church Schools have 
been held there has been a splendid response, and we would urge every 
pastor on the District to plan one of these schools as a part of next year’s 
program. Much careful work has been done on the membership records and 
in keeping an “up-to-date” constituency roll. The writing to absentee mem- 
bers, endeavoring to get them transferred to a resident active relationship 
in present location, has been a year-long task of many of the pastors. We 
have urged a careful audit by the quarterly conference committee of all local 
treasurers’ books, and can say that there has been a fine response and definite 
progress in this important matter. 


SUGGESTIONS 


With a little over two years’ experience at this task, may I be permitted 
a few suggestions. If inappropriate, they may be deleted. First, one of the 
greatest handicaps to the harmonious ongoing of the local church is the 
very unsatisfactory way in which the finances are conducted. When an 
“every-member canvass” is suggested, the statement that I hear more than 
any other is, “We don’t do it that way, but we usually pay our bills.” The 
resistance that many good lay businessmen have for conducting the finance 
business of the Church in a creditable manner is almost beyond belief. 
Second, this time from the minister’s angle: As much as I believe in every 
pastor having a vacation, how he can expect the business of the Church to 
move right along with absent treatment for from four to six weeks is quite 
beyond my understanding. When 95 per cent of our members can ill afford 
to be away from their business as long as two weeks at the outside, we have 
difficulty in convincing them that we can be away four to six weeks without 
noticeable disastrous results. Three Sundays off means four weeks, lacking a 
day, generally. One Sunday off with nearly two weeks away, twice a year, 
would be far better for the Church than the extended period, even if it 
does not give opportunity for quite such a long trip. Third, a studied effort 
to use most of our membership in worth-while tasks of the Church. There is 
little use of adding members unless they are integrated into Kingdom tasks 
and Christian living. Of course it will tax our ingenuity and all our re- 
sources, but it is our business. Many more suggestions could be made, but 
these stand out to me as I come to Conference this year. 


APPRECIATIONS 


Words fail me when I think of my indebtedness to every parsonage home 
on the District. Every courtesy has been shown me—your hospitality, all 
that anyone could possibly desire, your confidence in me expressed by your 
frankness of counsel and, when you felt your cause just, your criticism, has 
placed me in debt to the pastors of the Eastern District. In return, I have 
felt free to come to you with my problems, believing that each of you was 
just as interested in the progress and success of the Church as I, and you 
have never failed me. To the laymen of the District, as I have come to know 
you better, and as I seek to understand your several viewpoints, and see your 
deep sincerity in the work of the Church, you have been an inspiration to 
me. My hope is that if it seems wise for me to continue In the present re- 
lation, that I may both know and serve you better. Finally, brethren, may 
God make even our failures to praise Him, and His grace abound in you in

Bishop Brown and Members of the Conference: 
The great hymn of the Church expresses the sentiment of my heart: 


“I love Thy Kingdom, Lord, 

The house of Thine abode, 

The Church our blest Redeemer saved

This interest in and devotion to the Church has been transmitted into 
the service for the most part of another year. 


I appreciate far more than I can express in words, the loyalty and co- 
operation of the preachers and laymen of our District in the work accom- 
plished during this conference year. 


Early in the year a retreat for ministers and their wives was held at 
at the Wallowa Lake Camp Grounds. Seventy-five per cent of the preachers 
and their wives responded to the Superintendent’s invitation to come to 
Wallowa Lake. As a result of the meeting the District was divided into six 
divisions. Because of traveling distances the preachers could be brought 
together more often, which made for better efficiency in the District work. 
Group meetings were held during the year at Boise, First, Caldwell, Cove, 
Nyssa, Weiser, and Joseph. 


In many ways this has been a fruitful year though fraught with anxi- 
eties and deep demands on our faith. 


The Epworth Leagues’ Summer Institute held at Wallowa Lake (where 
the leagues of the District own one hundred acres of as fine a camp sight 
as lies out of doors anywhere) was a remarkable success this year. Every 
young person there received a certificate for work accomplished. That is 
what I have been told many times. Thanks for your remembrance of me; 
it shall not be forgotten. We do not owe anything for the grounds, but 
certain requirements may be necessary for the future. 


The accomplishment of the year has been the completion of the work on 
the church at Nampa, Idaho. Rev. C. M. Donaldson came there two years 
ago, and during that time has built a fine church. The people of Nampa 
have sacrificed and worked, and the new church auditorium will be dedicated 
the last Sunday in September. (That is what I have been told.) 


It will not be possible at this time to report the exact figures as 
World Service for the year. Most of the pecrene work on the World Sanne 
program until the day they leave for Conference. I think, however, that we 
will be able to report as much as we did last year. World Service cultivation 
was faithfully given early in the year by Dr. C. J. Staffacher of Portuguese 


Kast Africa. We have faithfully given attention to this World Service 
cultivation. 


_ Both the Women’s Home Missionary Society and Women’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society have done their work faithfully and well. Ninety per cent 
of them have raised their apportionment this year.

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I wish to pay tribute to the Ladies’ Aid Societies of the District. They 
are a faithful group of consecrated women who carry on in spite of condi- 
tions that discourage the men. Without the Ladies’ Aid a large number of 
the churches on the District would close their doors. These heroic women are 
on the job. God bless every one of them. 

_I shall not mention in this report the names of every pastor on the 
District; but this much I must say: with a few exceptions there cannot be 
found anywhere in all the Church a more loyal, faithful, and co-operative 
company of fellow workers than the men on the Western District. 

At this time there is coming to us, from the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, two churches, one at La Grande, and the other at Richland. Only 
one pastor, Rev. Greenlee and his family, came along. They will be added 
to the Western District. 

Daily Vacation Bible Schools were held in most of the churches of the 
District; some in co-operation with other churches, and in other places they 
went alone. For the most part they have been a success. We need to pro- 
mote a District-wide program of Christian education. 

This year has been full of work for the most part—the preachers have 
been most kind to me—up until June 4; I was seemingly all right; since that 
time I have been rather slow but continually on the upgrade. I have found 
again and again the blessed truthfulness of Christ’s words when He said 
to Paul: “My grace is sufficient for thee.” 

I wish to thank the preachers of the District and District Superintendent 
W. H. Hertzog, and especially Bishop Wallace Brown, for their assistance 
to me during the time I was laid up, when I was not sure of being here 
today as I am just now. I also wish to thank the laymen of the District 
and the young people for their kindness and thoughtfulness during the 
summer months. Their kindness shall not be forgotten. 

Jesus taught his disciples to pray: “Thy kingdom come on earth for 
that is the power and the glory forever.” With such a prayer there is no 
reason for timidity and hopeless pessimism. Shall we not lift up our hands 
with confident assurance and faith that admits no denials but labors to 
build the kingdom of God in every community? 


B. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 
REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


I. WESLEY FOUNDATION 


In answering the question, What is a Wesley Foundation?, it is said that 
“in a comprehensive sense it is the church at the university ...the church 
meeting the fundamental religious and social needs of students, as those 
needs change from day to day and from year to year in the peculiar and 
special circumstances of campus life.” The objectives of Wesley Foundation 
as set by the National Council are: 


1. To lead students to Jesus Christ and into a personal relationship to God.

2. To develop supporting groups of Christian fellowships ; to develop stud 
in cin. atv recreation, wholesome friendships, and intelligent 


churchmanship. ; 
3. To help create the Kingdom of God in personal relationships. 

Realizing the importance of the student program promoted by the Wesley 
Foundations at Moscow and Pocatello, we recommend:

1. That the Conference recognize the asking of $400 for the com 

of a two Foundations to be distributed $300 to Moscow and $100 to 

Pocatello. 
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2. That the District Superintendents present the needs of Wesley Foundation 
to each church for the collection of these askings. 

3. That the churches call attention of the students to the courses in Religion 
offered at the University of Idaho at Moscow—there being four courses 
offered with full credit by the University. 


For election as Trustees of Wesley Foundation we nominate the following: 
H. G. McCallister (Chairman), Hans J. Roan, Martha Christian, W. H. 
Hertzog, Donald S. Campbell, Owen J. Beadles, Harry S. Hamilton, Edson 
Deal, Edgar Oakes, and C. C. Dudley. 


II. DiIREcTOR oF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


In view of the provision of the Board of Education for a Correspondent 
in Conferences not having fulltime Directors of Religious Education, we 
nominate H. G. McCallister for this position in the Idaho Conference for 
the ensuing year. 


III. CHILDREN’S DAY AND THE STUDENT LOAN FUND 


The observance of Children’s Day is a disciplinary requirement. On this 
special day a generous offering should be taken in behalf of Methodist stu- 
dents who need financial assistance. The offering should then be sent im- 
mediately to the Board of Education. Numbers of our Methodist youth have 
already availed themselves of the privilege of borrowing from our student 
loan fund, and owe no small part of their success and usefulness in life to 
it. We urge our ministry to give information concerning our loan fund to 
uninformed, but deserving, Methodist students who because of financial 
stringencies are denied an educational opportunity. 


IV. CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 


The present age needs to be reminded of the words found in Proverbs: 
“Where there is no vision people perish.” Neither Christianity nor democ- 
racy can prosper if their adherents do not give consideration to the privilege 
and duty of enlarging their mental and spiritual natures. Splendid as the 
radio and the illustrated weekly may be, they allow but small margin for 
reflection on the great issues of life. 

We are satisfied that a better-informed Methodism would produce a more 
effective Church and greater progress in advancing the cause of Christ. We, 
therefore, urge a very much wider reading by both ministers and laymen of 
the excellent books and publications published by the Book Concern. The 
products of the Book Concern will promote the Christian life and by using 
these sources the Book Concern reciprocates by being of a greater service 
to Methodism. 

The church school literature of the Book Concern is unsurpassed. More- 
over, the increased circulation of the Christian Advocate is gratifying and 
worthy of note. This paper is one of the outstanding religious weeklies. 
The Advocate should be in every Methodist home, for it is difficult to con- 
ceive how any person can be a well-informed Methodist without reading it. 
Another product of the Book Concern is Religion in Life. This quarterly 
publication is without a peer in its class. The Upper Room is very helpful 
in deepening the devotional life and in promoting evangelism. 


V. ADULT EDUCATION 


The largest field for religious instruction lies in the adult department of 
our church schools. Here is a field that needs cultivation. There is a sad 
lack of knowledge and understanding of the Bible, a lack in the understand- 
ing of its place in our modern life, and how it can give light on present-day 
situations, whether in the home, office, or state. We recommend earnest 
attention to this division of religious education in our churches that our 
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people may be better trained and acquainted with truths that will aid them 
in their daily life. A course in “The Bible in Life” is recommended for each 
church in this Conference. 


VI. RALLY DAY AND WoRLD FELLOWSHIP FUND 


_ We recommend that H. G. McCallister, as Conference Counsellor, con- 
tinue to serve as Treasurer and Promoter of the Rally Day work. We also 
urge that all our Epworth Leagues carry forward the Twenty-Four-Hour- 
Day World Fellowship Fund.

For the Class of 1942 we nominate: H. G. McCallister, Edson Deal, 
Ethelyn Whitney, and M. H. Greenlee. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON GRADUATE COURSES 


This committee recommends to all the ministers of this Conference who 
have completed the Conference Course of Study, the careful consideration 
of the Graduate Courses. 

We believe that intellectual stagnation is inexcusable in a minister of 
the gospel, and that the opportunities for continued growth create a re- 
sponsibility to use them. 

The minister who takes one of these courses each year will be a better 
preacher, a better scholar, and a better Christian. 

It is our honest hope, therefore, that much wider use be made of these 
opportunities. 

We request the Commission on Courses of Study, at present under the 
leadership of Dr. Allan MacRossie, to continue the Graduate Training School 
in connection with the College of the Puget Sound at Tacoma, so that men 
of this territory may continue to have the opportunity for rich personal 
contact with leaders of thought in the Church, as well as the opportunity 
to begin one of the study courses, oftimes under the direction of the author 
of the course.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION 


The Church is God’s ordained agency through which the gospel of eternal 
love is to be proclaimed and the spirit of the Christian message demonstrated. 
She is to speak the message of God for each generation. as well as point 
men to God as the way of hope and life. In this as in other days her message 
must be as broad as humanity, and her responsibilities must extend wherever 
there is human need. From the beginning the Church was to be in the 
world, but not of the world, yet to be deeply concerned about the world and 
its complete redemption. 
in In ie light of ee divine commission the Church views with deepest con- 
cern a darkening world condition that is an avowed denial of the will of 
God for His children. Even now our civilization is threatened by a suicidal 
war raging upon two continents. — In our own land, after ten years of 
temporizing with depression, a privileged few are unable to. spend their 
enormous incomes, while more than six and a half million families struggle 
to exist on an average yearly income of $307 each, and eleven million are 

ly dependent upon the state. 
see Oucihic Rishon mea Blake from the Christian Advocate of August 24, 
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1939, “America as a nation is not poor. Our national income rose from 38 
billion dollars in 1932 to 70 billion dollars in 1937, an increase of more than 
80 billion dollars in five years....One of our steel corporations that showed 
losses of 82 million dollars in 1932 showed profits of 70 million dollars in 
1938. Yet the average American is living on a third-class diet because he 
has not income to buy more and better food. According to the secretary of 
the National Dog Food Manufacturers Association, one hundred million cans 
of dog food is consumed annually by human beings too poor to purchase 
better food.” 

This deplorable situation is further aggravated by the expenditure of 
two billion dollars a year on alcoholic liquors, and more than that amount 
is wasted through various forms of gambling. Add to this the crime bill 
largely incurred by youth under the age of twenty-five due to their mis- 
education as to where life’s real values lie and you have a situation calling 
for the serious attention of everyone who calls himself Christian. 


WAR 


Mindful of the fact that no nation won the World War and that the 
terrific losses of that conflict extended to people everywhere, we plead that 
in the situation now at hand we shall not be caught by any partisan spirit, 
and that we shall not lend our influence in any manner whatsoever to be 
inflaming of the passions of hate. We are convinced now that this struggle 
cannot be won by any nation or group of nations and that it can only leave 
as its result wreckage and smoldering hate. And, remembering how the 
pagan injustices of the Versailles Treaty set the stage for this present con- 
flict, we feel deeply the tragedy of the present hour. There is no commercial 
interest, however great, that is worth the destruction of young men on the 
field of battle. Therefore, we pledge ourselves to the support of every effort 
that will not only hasten the coming of a just and impartial peace, but that 
will also seek to minimize the brutalities of this awful conflict. In the 
meantime, we call our Church members to loyalty to the mind and spirit of 
Christ which shall be evidenced in love and prayer for all the people sub- 
jected to the unspeakable ravages of war. 


LIQUOR 


We detest the effort of the liquor business to fasten its nefarious traffic 
upon us through making the educational system for our youth and pensions 
for the aged indebted to it for their support. The Church opposes to the 
death every advance of this ancient enemy into the field of benevolence and 
solemnly declares it will not be reconciled to any such alliance. 


ECONOMIC 


After ten years of the depression, we look in vain for the promise of a 
better day. The expenditures of billions and the councils of men have brought 
but temporary relief. Labor, capital, and government are divided into hostile 
groups, when the needs of the hour call for united effort; and selfishness 
and greed dominate where the spirit of love and unselfishness ought to pre- 
vail. While as a Church we do not prescribe the form of the remedy, we 
have a moral responsibility to call for united action on the part of the 
groups involved, and to ask that the spirit and principles of Jesus be applied 
in the efforts to find a just solution. In such efforts the Church stands ready 
to give of its best, to the end that justice and unselfishness shall guarantee 
the abundant life to all classes. But until such effort is made the Church 


must pronounce the judgment of God upon the selfish actions of the groups 
responsible. 


CONCLUSION 


Dark as is the situation confronting us, we are not the victims of despair. 
On the contrary, we are the children of an undying optimism. We believe 
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in the goodness of God, in the morality of the universe, in the redeemability 
of humanity, and in the final triumph of righteousness. We are not misled 
by the present tragic situation. It is not the failure of God’s efforts to help 
men, but the collapse of man’s effort to get along without God. The problems 
of the present situation are fundamentally moral and spiritual. The world 
must turn to God or perish. Therefore, with renewed faith and earnestness, 
we plead for the return of men to God as the way to present deliverance and 
the ultimate way to “a new heaven and a new earth wherein shall dwell 
righteousness.”

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON WORLD SERVICE AND MILLION 
UNIT FELLOWSHIP 


Never was the need for the spread of the gospel greater than in the 
present day; never was the need for the humanitarian enterprises of the 
Church greater than now. Our people are called to follow Christ as He 
treads the weary ways of the world; they are challenged to assist Him in 
ministering to the halt, the lame, and the blind; to the broken-hearted, op- 
pressed, ignorant, sinful sons of men. 


Last year the World Service giving of the Church as a whole fell off 
more than 5 per cent below the level of the year before. This, added to the 
outbreak of the spirit of greed, hate, and war in the world, and to the fact 
that in many parts of the world there is a yearning after God and the 
beginnings of a genuine response to him in mission lands, constitutes an 
emergency that amounts to a crisis. 


Your committee notes with gratification the increase in World Service 
giving in our Conference this year. While slight in amount (about $151), it 
is an indication of the determination to advance in this worthy work. To 
the end that this advance may be maintained and accelerated, we submit the 
following recommendations: 


1. That this Conference accept the goal of 800 units for next year. (This 
amounts to $9,600.) We urge each local church to accept its share of this 
amount and to strive loyally to raise it in full. 

2. That a program of intensive cultivation be undertaken throughout the 
entire Conference. We are happy to know that men for cultivation are 
available through Dr. Stafford, and suggest that the District Superintend- 
ents use them in the District or sub-District meetings. 


We also suggest that each pastor conduct a Missions Institute in his 
charge, and that study groups be formed. Two books are recommended: 
We Methodists, by Dr. Chas. E. Schofield, and Methodists Are One People, 


by Paul Garber. 


We suggest further that every member of every church be canvassed 
for World Service. In these efforts the District Superintendents might 
give aid to individual pastors as needed, and the resources of District and 

local lay leadership be utilized as provided by the new Discipline. 


It should be our purpose to see that information and inspiration be 
carried to the last man in the last church in the Conference. 

3. We appreciate the assistance given us during the Conference sessions by 
Drs. Schofield, Stafford, and Means. We pledge ourselves, under God, to 
use our best efforts to increase the information, enthusiasm, and participa- 
tion of our people in the world-wide program of the Methodist Church.

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TEMPERANCE REPORT 


As we view the deplorable conditions of alcoholic intemperance in our 
country today we urge every member of the Methodist Church to make no 
retreat in the war for a saloonless nation free from the domination of liquor 
in any form. Realizing the excessive and increased drinking since repeal, 
and knowing that to place the brand of the criminal upon the manufacture 
and sale of beverage alcohol is a better method than any other which has 
been proposed and tried, we therefore call Methodists everywhere to work 
for prohibition. 


We urge a personal vigilance in seeing that all violations of the liquor 
law be called to the attention of officers responsible for enforcement. Let _ us 
promote in every way total abstinence from all intoxicants and narcotics, 
using all the agencies of education available to gain this end. We urge a 
closer co-operation with our Church Board of Temperance and Public Morals, 
especially in a financial direction. 


We heartily endorse the efforts of all anti-liquor organizations that have 
the proposal of submitting to the voters of Idaho at the next election, two 
initiative measures: one, to permit the voters of the respective counties of 
the state to determine by a majority vote whether or not liquor shall be sold 
within their boundaries; the other, directed at curtailing the abnormal and 
excessive consumption of liquor, checking the present widespread illegal 
liquor selling, and for promoting temperance education by: 


a. Further limiting the quantity of liquor that may be sold. 

b. Forbidding all liquor advertisement in the State of Idaho. 

ce. Barring liquor sales to persons on relief and those legally presumed to 
be law violators. 

. Eliminating all liquor sales agents in the state. 

. Making an appropriation to the Attorney General’s office for law en- 
forcement, and 

. Providing for an annual appropriation from the liquor revenue to the 
Department of Education for scientific study in state institutions and from 
court and social relief agency records of the social, economic, moral, and 
physical effects of alcoholic beverages, and for disseminating such {n- 
formation through the schools and colleges of the state.

We further urge that when such petition shall have been prepared that 
our Methodist constituents in the State of Idaho willingly assist in the circu- 
lation thereof and actively support such measures when they are before the 
voters for consideration. 


A survey of news and book stands reveals a startling and shameful array 
of papers, magazines, and books that offend common decency, and we call 
Methodists to denounce and work against the sale of this crime-breeding 
literature. 


We deplore the waste of resources on betting, slot machines, punch 
boards, and other forms of gambling, and recommend wherever possible 
that a search be made in our communities for forms and places of gambling, 
and that Methodists take the lead in seeing that the law is enforced through 
the regular channels. 


The work of the Church is to awaken the moral conscience of the people. 
There is a lamentable lack of moral concern among Christian people today. 
The Church needs to be stirred to its very depths. The ery of alarm must 
go forth. Education is now under the patronage of liquor, and old-age 
pensions are headed the same way. Let us stem the tide while it is yet day, 
lest the night cometh when no man can work. May God forgive our sin of 
neglect and indifference, and baptize us with the spirit of the early crusaders.

The commission stands ready to provide council for those interested, and 
legal advice for those desiring to make out wills, bequests, and the like. 

The commission contemplates employing a worker in the Conference for 
some part of the year in the interest of raising money for this enterprise. 

We again urge the desirability of life insurance for each minister, rec- 
ommending a minimum of $2,500 wherever possible. 

We ask the confirmation of the election of George G. Roseberry as Presi- 
dent, H. E. Dixon as Vice-President, and Carl M. Davidson as Secretary- 
Treasurer of the commission, and nominate for the Class of 1942: L. B. 
Bailey, J. C. Wingert, S. P. Graves, Edgar Oakes.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 


The committee recommends the following: 


1. That the plan of finance used in 1939 be continued with respect to the 
items enumerated below: 


a. Prorating for the Episcopal Fund an amount equal to 2%2% of the 
pastor’s cash salary. 

b. For the District Superintendents, an amount equal to 10% of the 
pastor’s cash salary, each charge to send its payments to the District 
Superintendent monthly, the same to be equalized. 

ec. For Annual Conference expense (Conference Minutes Fund), an 
amount equal to 1% of the pastor’s cash salary. 


2. In response to the request in last year’s report (page 188 of Conference 
Minutes for 1938) that a definite plan be presented to this Conference 
this year with reference to “the establishment of an adequate basic salary 
for the members of the Idaho Conference,” the committee submits the 
following plan as a first step in an endeavor to meet this need. (A con- 
siderable portion of this plan is taken from that adopted by the Oregon 
Conference this year.) 


PLAN FOR MINIMUM AND EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION OF SALARIES 


Par. 1—Minimum Salary. 

The minimum salary for a married man in the effective relation or a 
married accepted supply in the Idaho Conference shall be fixed at $1,000, 
and for unmarried ministers in these groups, $800, for the year 1939-40, as 
far as possible. The minimum shall be determined each year by the Confer- 
ence, and adjusted upward by the committee, to allow for differences in 
living conditions, number of dependents in the family, or other variants 
which will be fair and equitable. 


Par. 2—Committee. 

The Conference shall set up a Committee on Minimum Ministerial Sup- 
port to be composed of three ministers, and the District Superintendents ex 
officio. Such committee shall elect a President, Secretary, and Treasurer 
annually to perform the usual functions of such officers. The committee shall 
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preserve complete records of its transactions and shall provide for an annual 
audit. The expenses of this committee shall be a priority claim upon the 
fund hereinafter created. 


Par. 3—Apportionment. 


This committee shall make a graduated apportionment to all effective 
ministers and accepted supplies of the Conference, calculated so as to pro- 
duce approximately the amount necessary to sustain the minimum cash sup- 
port as provided in Par. 1. This apportionment shall be made on the basis 
of the pastor’s cash salary (including ministerial support from the Mission- 
ary Board), as indicated below:

In connection with this plan the pastors concerned shall be requested to 
assume the apportionment, provided, however, that the apportionment shall 
be graded upward for pastors, District Superintendents, and other ministers 
serving in special appointments, on the basis of differences in living condi- 
tions, number and age of dependents, or other variants which will be fair 
and equitable. In the case of all ministers where no house or parsonage is 
provided, a 15% exemption from the salary is suggested as rental allowance. 


Par. 4—Report of Payments. 


Notices may be sent by, and payments made quarterly to, the Treasurer 
of the committee and receipts issued therefor. The fund shall be kept in a 
bank approved by the Conference. 


Par. 5—Distribution. 


a. The Committee on Minimum Ministerial Support shall make distribution 
of the funds annually during or immediately after the close of the session 
of the Annual Conference; provided, however, that no payments shall be 
made to any minister except by the request, or with the approval of, the 
District Superintendent concerned. Further, that no distribution shall be 
made to any minister who has failed to prorate the various ministerial 
claims, or whose charge has failed to make an every-member canvass for 
ministerial support; and provided, further, that nothing shall be distrib- 
uted to cover the failure of any church to meet its own salary estimate. 

b. When and if a church within the lower salary brackets served by an 
effective minister proposes to reduce its pastor’s salary below the claim 
as given in the Statistician’s Report for 1938-39, it shall consult with the 
committee; otherwise its pastor will not be eligible to receive any benefit 
from this fund. 


G, No preacher shall have any claim upon this fund for more than 20% of 
the minimum support for his class. 
Par. 6—Proportional Payment. 


In the event that the income of the fund shall be insufficient to meet the 
claims upon it as determined under Par. 1, then, after providing for the 
expenses of the Committee, each claimant on the fund shall be paid his 
proportional share of the available income; and no part thereof shall be 
distributed arbitrarily, or on the ground of special need. 


Par. 7—Promoting Ministerial E ficiency. 


It is hereby made a part of the plan that we as a Conference co-operate 
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to. eliminate the various factors contributing to inadequate salaries and 

ministerial inefficiency in the following ways: 

a. By combining charges in circuits so that each effective Conference member 
will receive at least the minimum salary. 

b. By eliminating the unnecessary church, either by discontinuance, or fed- 
eration, in fields where there is undesirable competition. 

c. By encouraging the charge to bring the level of support to the minimum 
established. 

d. By emphasizing the inter-relationship, in many instances, of ministerial 
support and ministerial efficiency. 

e. By using the utmost care in maintaining high standards of qualifications 
for admission into the Conference. 

f. By urging the voluntary retirement of effective ministers and accepted 
supplies between the ages set for the retirement of Bishops. 


Par. 8—Right to Sue Denied. 


No part of this plan shall be construed so as to give a minister the right 
to sue the Conference or his pastoral charge in the civil courts for failing to 
provide the minimum support as provided for in Par. 1. His sole recourse 
shall be to the Conference for such adjustment as it may be able to make. 
Its obligation to him shall be grounded in Christian honor and brotherly 
love, and not in a legalism. 


Par. 9—Education Program. 


District Superintendents are requested to bring this plan to the attention 
of the pastors concerned. 


Par. 10—Making the Plan Operative. 


The plan herein set forth shall become operative when adopted by a two- 
thirds vote of the members of the Conference present and voting. The plan, 
when thus adopted, shall remain the plan of the Conference unless and until 
it is repealed or modified by a future majority of the Conference.

SAMUEL ALLISON 


Samuel Allison, born in England, served as a home missionary in Utah 
and Idaho for most of his ministerial career. His work was always con- 
structive, his pastorates long, and he left every charge he had served in 
excellent condition in every way. From 1901 to 1921 he served in Utah and 
came to Idaho in 1922, where he was appointed to Aberdeen. Other charges 
served in the Idaho Conference included Glenns Ferry and Ontario. He re- 
tired in 1933 and died in Portland, Oregon, October 4, 1938. He was a member 
of the Order of the Golden Cross. 


GEORGE H. FEESE 


George Feese entered the Arkansas Conference in 1887, serving three 
charges there and transferring to the Puget Sound Conference in 1890, 
where he was appointed to Haven Church, Seattle. In that Conference he 
also served Snohomish, Epworth Church Tacoma, and First Church Olym- 
pia. In 1897 he went to the Montana Conference, serving churches in Butte, 
Bozeman, and Miles City. In 1902 he entered the Southern Kansas Confer- 
ence, where he served Fall River. He returned West to the Oregon Con- 
ference in 1903 and served leading pulpits there until 1917, when he came 
to the Idaho Conference. Charges served here were Immanuel Church Boise 
and Wallowa. He retired in 1928 and died at his home in Portland, March 


8, 1939. 
SAMUEL HOFFMAN 


Brother Hoffman entered the ministry in the West Wisconsin Conference 
in 1890 and served several charges there before transferring to the Rock 
River Conference in 1907, where he was pastor at Coleta. In 1909 he came 
into the Idaho Conference, where he served at St. Anthony, Heyburn, and 
Murtaugh. He retired in 1914 and passed to his reward in August, 1939. 


W. C. PRICE 


The ministerial career of Brother Price was short, due to conditions of 
health, but his service of his Master never faltered. He joined the Idaho 
Conference in 1892 and served the following charges: Owyhee, Salubria, 
Haines, Boise Valley, and Blackfoot. He retired in 1906 and died at Long 


Beach, California, April 4, 1939. 
CYRUS A. VARNUM 


Reverend Varnum joined the Northwest Iowa Conference in 1888, trans- 
ferring to the Michigan Conference in 1889. There he served several charges 
before coming to Idaho in 1907. In this Conference he served Shoshone, 
Gooding, Wendell, Bliss and King Hill, Soldier Circuit and Wendell and 
Jerome. He retired in 1915 and died at South Long Beach, April 16. 1939.

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 544 to 549. Special attention on the 
part of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks and ex- 
aminations as contained therein. 


2—Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 
Board. No examination shall be given after the beginning of the Con- 
ference session. 


3—Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any book. 


4— All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the Conference session. 


5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 


6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 


7—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 


C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m. and adjourn at 12:15 
noon. Devotional services shall be held during the first thirty minutes. 


2. All standing committees, except the Committee on Memorials, shall be 
nominated by the district superintendents on the opening day of the session. 
The standing committees shall be composed of one layman and one preacher 
from each district. The first name on any committee shall be the temporary 
chairman of that committee until the committee is regularly organized. 


3. The Committee on Memoirs shall consist of three ministers nominated 
by the cabinet and elected by the Conference for the next session of the con- 
ference and their names shall be printed in the journal of the conference 
electing them. This committee shall have charge of the memorial service 
which shall be held on the opening day of the conference. 
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4. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining min- 
ister, the chairman of the Layman’s Conference, the district superintendents 
with the co-operation of the presiding Bishop. 


5. All members voting shall be within the bar of the conference at the 
time the vote is taken. 


6. The secretary of the conference shall have charge of all papers of the 
conference in the interim between the sessions of the conference and shall 
not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except by 
order of the conference. All papers of the conference shall be forwarded to 
the place of the conference session. 


7. No man shall be received on trial into the conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be selected by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all whether seeking recep- 
tion from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. No per- 
son shall be admitted on trial in this conference unless he have a minimum 
academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. degree 
except by two-thirds vote of the conference. 


8. The Standing Rules of this conference shall not be amended, altered, or 
suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


9. The Rules of Order adopted by the last general conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these conference 
rules. 


10. The united sessions of the lay and annual conference shall be held on 
Friday and Saturday of conference week at which meetings the order of busi- 
ness shall be conducted as provided by the Discipline, paragraphs 82 and 99. 


11. No member of the conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference Relations 
or the Board of Stewards. 


12. In Executive Session only can the conference relation of any member 
be brought up for discussion. 


13. (Paragraph 628, 4 Discipline 1920) “When a preacher in full connec- 
tion fails to be advanced in his conference course of study for a given year, said 
year shall not be counted as a year of effective service unless he is in attend- 
ance upon a standard school or is excused by a two-thirds vote of his Confer- 
ence upon the recommendaton of the Board of Examiners.” 


14. There shall be three standing Seminar Committees as follows: 


a. A Seminar Committee on the Local Church and its program, to which 
shall be referred all matters pertaining to membership, evangelism, 
religious education in the local church, financial programs in the local 
church, leadership training within the local church, together with all 
other matters having to do with the local church program. 

b. A Seminar Committee on Missionary and Training Activities, to which 
shall be referred all matters pertaining to extension programs within 
the boundaries of the Conference, Conference programs of leadership 
training, together with all matters pertaining to World Service. 

c. A Seminar Committee on the State of the Church, to which shall be 
referred all matters pertaining to social service, labor, Sabbath Observ- 
ance, divorce, amusements, the social and spiritual welfare of the 
church not clearly belonging to other committees. 
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15. The Seminar Committees referred to above shall meet each afternoon 


of conference week from three to five o’clock, the first ‘ting being h 
Wednesday afternoon. : st meeting being held on 


16. The members of the Annual Conference and the members of the Lay- 
men’s Conference shall be divided so that each person belonging to each of 
these bodies shall be a member of one of the standing committees. Assign- 
ments to these shall be for the quadrennium. 


7. That all matters pertaining to the program of higher education be con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Conference and all other matters of the 
discipline be referred to the Conference Board of Education. 


D. ORGANIZATION OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION 


ARTICLE 1. 
Name. 
This organization shall be called the Board of Education of the Idaho 


Annual Conference and shall be auxiliary to the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE 2. 


The functions of the Board shall be those outlined in the Discipline, 
paragraph 465, Section 5. 


ARTICLE 3. 
Composition of the Board. 


The Board shall consist of twelve members, an equal number of ministers 
and laymen. Elected members of the Board should be chosen on the basis of 


their knowledge of and the interest in the various agencies and phases of the 
work included under the jurisdiction of the Board. 

In addition to the elected members there shall be two other classes of 
members as follows: 

(a) Ex Officio Members: District Superintendents; President of Gooding 
College; and the Director of Religious Education of the Conference or Area. 

(b) Co-operating Members: District Presidents of the Epworth League; 
the ranking member of the Methodist Brotherhood and the various Mis- 
sionary Societies. 

ARTICLE 4. 
Officers. 

The officers of this Board shall be a president, a vice president, and a 
secretary. The duties of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to their 
respective offices. 

ARTICLE 5. 
Organization. 


The Board shall be organized as follows: 
1—Divisions. 
a) A Division of Educational Institutions which shall have the responsi- 
bility as outlined in the 1932 Discipline, Paragraph 465, Sections a, bees a,

iE *(b) A Division of Religious Education whose duties shall be the training 
through church schools, Epworth Leagues, and such other organizations 
within the Conference as may be doing religious educational work. Discipline, 


Paragraphs 460 to 468—1932 Discipline. 
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2—Executive Committee. 


There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the officers of the 
Board and the chairman of the Division of Educational Institutions and of 
the Division of Religious Education. 

The Executive Committee shall act for the Board in the interim between its 
meetings and shall assume such other regular duties as may be committed to 
it by the Board. 


8—Committees. 


Such other committees shall be appointed from time to time as the 
exigencies of the situation shall demand. 


ARTICLE 6. 
Meetings. 


1. The Conference Board shall meet annually at the time of the Annual 
Conference Session. Other meetings may be held at the call of the Board or by 
the Executive Committee. 


2. Meetings of the Divisions shall be held as determined upon by the 
divisions themselves. 


3. Committees of the Board shall meet as often as the interests of their 
responsibility may demand and at places determined by themselves. 


ARTICLE 7. 
Amendments. 


This Constitution may be amended by two thirds of the members present 
at any annual meeting. 


ARTICLE 8. 
Vacancies in Office. 


Vacancies in the office of the Board may be filled at any regular called 
meeting of the Board or by the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE 9. 


Quorum. 


One third of its membership shall constitute a quorum for the meetings of 
the Board, Executive Comimttee, and Division meetings. 


E. MEMORIAL TO GENERAL CONFERENCE 


Resolved, That we memorialize the General Conference through our dele- 
gated representatives; that the Conference take steps to invite the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ of America to communicate with the proper 
representatives of the Jewish and Catholic faiths, inviting their co-operation 
in the calling of an economic conference composed of the representatives of 
capital and the representatives of labor, to join with them in a mutual effort 
to find a just solution to the pressing economic problems that confront us; 
and that the substance of this resolution be put into proper memorialized 
form as soon as the official memorial blank can be secured.

and honored use and association have become dear to the ministry and 
membership of the three uniting churches, and have become enshrined 
in their history and records. 

“The Methodist Church is the ecclesiastical and legal successor to 
these three uniting churches, and through which the three churches as 
one United Church shall continue to live and have their existence, con- 
tinue their institutions, hold and enjoy their property, exercise and 
perform their several trusts and in accord with the Discipline of the 
United Church; and such trusts or corporate bodies as exist in the con- 
stituent Churches shall continue as long as legally necessary”; and 


Whereas, The properly constituted delegates to the said Uniting Con- 
ference did define the powers of Annual Conferences and describe their 
geographical boundaries, by which description it is provided that there shall 
be an Annual Conference to be known as the Idaho Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Church situated in the State of Idaho and including all of 
Idaho not embraced in the Pacific Northwest Conference, with the following 
territory in the State of Oregon, namely: the counties of Baker, Malheur, 
Harney, Grant, Wallowa, and Union; and did provide that Conferences or 
portions of Conferences, together with their corporate boards, institutions, 
and associations of whatever nature, lying within the aforesaid geographical 
limits shall automatically become integral parts of the new Conference thus 
formed; and 


Whereas, In accordance with permissive legislation of the several de- 
nominations thus merging, many of the local churches are bodies corporate 
under the laws of the state derive their authority from and whose directors, 
or trustees, are elected by the merging Conferences, or one of them, 

Therefore Be It Resolved, By the Idaho Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church, that each local church now incorporated under the laws of the 
state in which it is located and operating under the authority of the Idaho 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, be hereby authorized 
to continue to function through its existing corporation and become amenable 
to the Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist Church, and any authority 
of the Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church is hereby 
delegated to the Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist Church. _ 

Be It Further Resolved, That any authority over, or any functions of 
the Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in. behalf 
of any board, institution, or association now held or any duty required by 
any instrument or organization of such board, institution, or association to 
be exercised by the said Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; or any privilege now enjoyed by the said Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church be hereby delegated, transferred, and surrendered to 
the Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist Church.

G. DECLARATION OF MERGER 


Whereas, The business of the Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church is now complete: 

Therefore Be It Resolved, That the said Conference as an ecclesiastical 
unit be now dissolved and that we, together with the other Conference in- 
volved, viz., that portion of the Northwest Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church South lying within the bounds of the Idaho Con- 
ference, proceed to merge into the Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Church as authorized by the Uniting Conference. 


Upon adoption of this resolution, Bishop Wallace E. Brown 
declared the Idaho Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church dissolved and the Idaho Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church formally convened in these words: 


Whereas, The Methodist Episcopal Church, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, and the Methodist Protestant Church did through their re- 
spective General Conferences appoint Commissions on Interdenominational 
Relations and Church Union; and 


Whereas, These commissions acting jointly did produce and present to 
the three churches a Plan of Union; and 


Whereas, The three churches, each acting separately and in its own 
behalf, did by more than constitutional majorities endorse this Plan of 
Union, in accord with their respective constitutions and disciplines, and did 
apert the full consummation of union in accordance with the Plan of Union; 
an 


Whereas, These three churches, in adopting this Plan of Union did author- 
ize and provide for a Uniting Conference with certain powers and duties as 
therein set forth; 


_Now, Therefore, On behalf of the members of the several Conferences 
lying within the borders of the existing Idaho Conference, acting as the legal 
and authorized representatives of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, within the State of Idaho and the State 
of Oregon, in session here assembled on this seventh day of September, 
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1939, I solemnly in the presence of God and before all the world reiterate 
_ and publish the original Declarations of Fact and Principle as made by the 
Uniting Conference. 


After election of Conference Officers and the completion of 
the membership roll, the following Enabling Act, attached to the 
same “preamble” as that adopted by the Idaho Annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, was adopted: 


Therefore Be It Resolved by the Idaho Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church that each local church affiliated therewith now incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Idaho or the State of Oregon, be hereby 
authorized to continue to function under and amenable to the Idaho Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Church according to the Discipline of the said 
Church, until amended Articles of Incorporation shall have been adopted 
by the said local church and filed with the proper authorities and all nec- 
essary matters in connection with property titles and other legal demands 
are properly discharged. 


Be It Further Resolved, That all boards, institutions, corporations, or 
associations now existing under authority of these merging Conferences, or 
any of them, are hereby authorized to continue their functions under the 
charters, articles of incorporation, or other certificates of authority, and all 
trustees, or directors, are hereby continued in office until their successors 
shall be legally elected and qualify. Any duties devolving upon the merg- 
ing Conferences, or any of them, are hereby adopted by this Idaho Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Church. Any such corporations which under 
the United Church will require amended articles of incorporation are hereby 
instructed to prepare such amended articles for consideration by the Idaho 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Church at its session in 1940. 


I hereby certify that the foregoing resolutions were passed
